The specification has been amended to correct "U.S. Patent 6,260,618" in the first 
paragraph to -U.S. Patent 6,268,618- and thereby obviate the obviate the objection to the 
disclosure in paragraph 6 on page 2 of the Office Action.

Without conceding in the merits of the rejection and to advance prosecution, Applicants 
submit herewith a terminal disclaimer to disclaim the terminal part of any patent granted on this 
application which would extend beyond the expiration of the full statutory term of U.S. Patent 
6,403,987. In addition, Applicants submit that the filing of a terminal disclaimer to obviate a 
rejection based on non-statutory double patenting is not an admission of the propriety of the 
rejection.
